This might work but 
the only question we would raise is 
that every time some one talks 
about raising taxes on gasoline to 
cut down consumption they always 
talk about returning this tax to you 
at the end of the year. Now if we 
know we are going to get the money 
back it would seem to cut the im­ 
pact of this tax. 
Coffee shop talk already has 
gasoline prices going to $1.00 a 
gallon by the end of the year (These 
same people had going to a $1.00 a 
gallon three years ago — so we will 
just have to wait and see).

The fees will be required 
for all dogs and cats owned by 
resident of the city that are 
ver six months of age. 
wners must show proof that 
ie animal has been vac­ 
cinated against rabies before 
a permit will be issued. 
One of the main provisions 
of the new ordinance is that 
“ No person owning, keeping, 
harboring, or having custody 
of any dog or cat shall permit 
such dog or cat to run at large 
at any time.” Any dog or cat 
found in the city running at 
large is declared to tv a 
nuisance and shall be im­ 
pounded. 
The ordiance provides for a 
fee for animals that are 
impounded and fines for 
violations of the ordinance. 
A summary of the ordiance 
may be found elsewhere in 
this issue of Hie Herald. 
The council voted to seek a 
temporary six month con­ 


tract for ambulance service 
from McCoy Funeral Hume 
while the Hamlin Hospital 
District seeks a federal grant 
for an ambulance. 
The council has been 
subidizing the local am­ 
bulance service under a five 
year contract at the rate of 
$500 a month. With the con­ 
tract expiring, the Funeral 
Home first sought a five year 
contract with the city at 
$1,200 a month and then 
lowered this request to $900 a 
month. 
The council voted to furnish 
up to 20,000 gallons of water 
free each month to members 
of the Hamlin Volunteer Fire 
Department with this limited 
to 22 members. This will be 
limited to members in good 
standing in the department. 
The council approved a 
three-year contract for Ins- 
surance for city property and 
passed a resolution author­ 
izing the Hamlin Housing 
Authority to seek additional 
Low-Rent Housing for the 
city. It was pointed out during 
the meeting that until Hamlin 
seeks additional low-rent 
housing it will not be con­ 
sidered for any more federal 
grants. 
During the Revenue Shar­ 
ing hearing Mayor Robert 
Fowler said the city plans to 
use the $19,000 in federal

for

provements. He said that the 
funds would be used to retire 
the city's debt for its new 
garbage container system. 
The city plans a five-year 
payout on the project.

Birger Haterius, chairman 
of the Jones County Screw­ 
worm Committee, urges all 
livestock producers to be 
alert to the screwworm 
threat and to use all possible 
measures to prevent rein­ 
festation of local herds. 
To date, no cases have been 
identified in Jones County in 
1977. 
Producers are reminded to 
inspect their animals at least 
twice 
a 
week, 
since 
screwworm larvae reach 
maturity in less than seven 
days. Treat every wound 
found with a EPA-labeled 
effective insecticide. Spray 
animals when screwworms 
are known to be in the 
community, and following 
livestock surgery or shearing 
of goats and sheep. 
“ Collect larvae or egg 
masses found in or near 
wounds, and send the sam­ 
ples to the Mission Lab­ 


oratory for identification. 
Mailing 
kits 
for 
worm 
samples are available at 
several county locations, 
including County Ext. Office, 
Dr. Hagler, Dr. Ballard, and 
Feeds tores,” says Haterius. 
Producers should avoid 
animals 
surgery 
during 
seasons of high screwworm 
activity. All branding, de­ 
horning, 
castrating
